Use of Canadian O.H.M.S Perfins 
in the Second World War Era

Before official O.M.H.S. perfins, several Canadian 
Government Departments used, without official 
Government approval, their own perfins. 


Examples are MD for Militia Department, ND for 
Department of National Defence, CBC for Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation. In addition various 
Provincial (State) Departments used perfins such as 
PEI, Q/CLQ/C, and W/CB. 


There were two types of O.H.M.S. perfins. The 
larger five hole (5 holes in vertical bars of H) were 


in use from 1912 to the Royal Visit issue of 
1939plus airmail issues from 1928-1938 and special 
delivery issue 1898-1939. These issues are much 
more expensive than the second type. 


The small, four-hole (4 holes in vertical bars of H) 
varieties were in use starting with the Pictorial Issue 
of 1935 to the King George VI with Postes-Postage 
issue of 1949 and including Air Mail issues of 1928- 
1946, Air Mail Special Delivery issue of 1942-47 
and the Special Delivery issues of 1933-1946.

The time period of use of the two types of O.H.MLS. 
perfins overlap. The practice of issuing O.H.M.S. 
perfins was discontinued in 1949 and was replaced 
by first overprinting stamps with O.H.M.S. and 
subsequently by G. 


Canada stopped issuing “official stamps” at the end 
of 1963. I worked for the Customs & Excise Div of 
Department of National Revenue from 1955 to 1959 
but did not get any samples! 


I have not seen any list of those Federal Government 
Departments that were authorized to use official 
stamps and continue to collect sample covers 
showing different corner cards.
